What should David have done when he saw the woman? 

What did he do? (Verse 3)

What did David to do get away with his sin? (Verses 6 — 1 7) 

When Bathsheba's husband was dead, did it make everything OK when David 
married her?

What does it mean when Nathan said 'the Lord has taken away your sin'? 

What do we need to do to put things right with God when we have sinned? 
(Repentance and trust in the Lord Jesus)
